A shameful and saddening spectacle is the current 
integration crisis in Arkansas, a crisis which would not 
have happened if the self-righteous farm boy in the Gov¬ 
ernor’s Mansion had let the good will of the majority of 
Little Rock’s citizenry assert itself. 

Instead, Gov. Orval Faubus called out the National 
Guard to “prevent a riot” and stop integration in the 
schools. 

Then, with the power (sic) of the Federal Government 
aligned against him. Gov. Faubus withdrew the Guard and 
said, in effect, to his fellow Klansmen (in spirit if not 
in fact): 

“All right, boy.s, Fv^e done my part, now you do yours.” 

The results of the governor’s policy we’ve seen in the 
bloodied faces of innocent Negro children. 

The surprising fact in this awful mess is that the 
Negroes have not retaliated in kind. They are displaying 
remarkable restraint and deep dignity of a kind that many 
of their white “brothers” could well afford to imitate. 

How long, we wonder, will Negroes tolerate the treat¬ 
ment they are receiving, not only in Little Rock but else¬ 
where in the South? How long before they take up clubs 
and rocks and guns to assert their right to full citizenship? 

And if they do, as sad as that would bo, could we 
blame them?—H.W.E.

Recipes w'cre 
a.sked for and freely-given. 

Then I tried cooking natur¬ 
ally without any sauces and 
I found how wonderfui meat 
really tasted. 

MEAT AND FOWL. For six 

persons take two flank 
steaks. I.,;iy flat and score 
one s i d e. Dice onions into 
small bits and sprinkle lib¬ 
erally. A d d dried parsley. 

Roll each piece tightly. Tie 
rolls with twine and slip on 
spit. Cook 1 ',i hours over me¬ 
dium fire. Serve by cutting 
as you would a .ielly roll. 

Barbecued beef heart may 
bo prepared by having the 
butcher cut the heart -so it 
can be laid flat. Remove as 
much fat as po.ssible. In¬ 
sert spit and interlace into 
moat as you would a side of 
spare rih.s. Brush lightly 
with oil. ('.<x)k 111 hours over 
medium heat and heart will 
l>e tender and juicy.
